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REMARKS 

This application has been easily reviewed in view of the above-referenced Office 
Action, and reconsideration is requested in view of the following remarks. 

Regarding all Prin, A rt Rejections 

By way of review, the prior Office Action indicated that claims 1-29 are currently 
pending. Claims I, 15, 26 and 28 axe amended. Support for the amendments may be found in 
page 1 1 of the instant specification. Claims 1-29 stand rejected. 

Regarding th* Reje ctions nnder 35 USC 11? 

The claim amendments to claim 26 place the claim in proper format according to 35 USC 
112, sixth paragraph. Accordingly, reconsideration is respectfully requested. 

Regarding the Rejections under 3* USr 

Claims 1-4, 6-14, 16-18. and 20-29 are rejected under 35 USC 102(e) as bein- 
anticipated by FHckinger et al. (US Patent Publication 2005/0210502, hereinafter "Flickinger") 
based on provisional 60/229, l5 6 (hereinafter "Provisional") filed on August 31, 2000. These 
rejections are respectfully traversed. 

The Office Action seems u, assert that 1, is proper ,„ apply a rejection under 35 USC 
102(e) usmg multiple references citing MPEP 2131.01 in support. However, MPEP 2131 01 
reoues ma, a Section under 35 USC 102 using multiple references is proper if the secondary 
reference is used only to show that me primary reference contains an "enabled disclosure - As 
shown in ft ,e DonoHue, 766 F.2d 531, 226 USPQ 6,9 (Fed. Ci, 1985) an "enabled disclosure- 
must "show the claimed subject mater, as disc.osed in Nomura, was in me public's 
possession" prior ,o the filin8 of the instant application. However, Do mhu , also discloses tha, 
an annexation rejection requires a showing that each .imitation of a claim must be found in a 
smgle reference" and tha, the secondary refcraK es may no, be relied upon ,» impu,a .imitations 
no, found m the principd reference, in mis oaae FHckinger, inn, ,ha, reference. Thus, the Office 
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Action by this reliance upon a 102 rejection utilizing multiple references seems to assert that 
every element of the rejected claims is found in a single reference, Flickinger, and that the 
elements not found in Flickinger are in the public's possession by being disclosed in the second 
reference (Provisional 60/229, 1 56). However, they are not. 

Regarding claims 1, 15, 26 and 28, claim 1 recites at least "receiving data representing 
video content, the data having at least first and second packet identifiers (PIDs) associated with a 
first and a second macroblock of main content" and "substituting the macroblock having the 
second PID for the macroblock having the first PID comprising substituting a macroblock of 
mam content with a macroblock that comprises substitution content data", claims 15 and 26 
recite at least "the data having at least primary and secondary packet identifiers (PIDs) associated 
with a first macroblock of main content and a second macroblock of substitution content' and 
cla,m 26 recites at least "means for receiving input data representing at !east one macroblock of 
mam content", "means for receiving input data representing at least one macroblock of 
substitution content" and "means for assembling the private data, the main content mapped to the 
primary PID and the substitution content mapped to the secondary PID into a data slream." 

The disclosure in both the Flickinger reference and the Provisional reference refer, to 
inserting ready made advertising content into "avails" left open for such advertisements in the 
incoming content stream. The Provisional reference discloses on Page 30, paragraph 4 that "ads 
would be decoded and inserted into me avail of the analog programming, the substituted video 
stream being sent to the display device." This disclosure does not provide a disclosure for using 
macroblocks of data to produce main content for display or substitution and does not place this 
dzsclosure within the public domain. Thus, the Provisional reference does not provide the 
evidence to place this feature of claims 1,15, 26, and 28 within the public domain, and thus there 
is no evidence for an enabled disclosure within Flickinger for the recited elements of the above 
claims. 

In addition, Flickinger does not anticipate claims 1, 1 5, 26 and 28 as it does not provide a 
disclosure for each element of these claims. The Flickinger reference discloses that "avails" 
which, once again, are non-main content openings in the data stream into which ready made' 
video advertising content may be inserted, may be made available for any of a number and

does no, provide the disclosure of each element of the claims uccessary ,o anticipate ,he reched 
features of claims 1, .5, 26 and 28, Reconsideration and early auowance are respectfully 
requested. ' 

Regarding claims 2-4, 6-14, 16-18, 20-25. 27, and 29, each of these claims depends from 
one of independent claims 1 , ,5, 26 or 28. In view of the above, it is dear the, Fliekmger fails to 
establish anticipation of these claims, tte dependant claims a re . therefore, aUowable for m leas, 

the reasons shown for claims 1 15 26 anrl 98 i 

x , i3, zo, and 28. Accordingly, reconsideration and allowance are 

respectfully requested. 

Regarding the Rejecting »n 4 er 35 TNr i W 

Claims 5, 15 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Fbckuvr et al. (US Patent Publication Number 2005/0210502, hereinafter "Flickinger") in view 
of Provisional 60/229,1 56 (hereinafter "Provisional"). The Flickinger reference relates to a 
system and method for an ad storage and filtering system for selectively identifying targeted ads 
to be stored in memory of the STB. The Provisional reference relates to a system and method for 
addressable and program independent advertising content insertion. These rejections are 
respectfully traversed. 
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.Regardtng claims 5, 15 and ,9, Cairn 15 recite* a t ,eas, «me data having a, ,e« primary 
and secondary packet identifiers (PIDs) associated with a to, macroblock of main content and a 
second macroblock of substitidior, contenT. and «, initiation flag indicating ^ 

of a P!D mapping option." Claims 5 and 19 recite "substitution criterion is me, as a result of 
receipt of a flag." 

The Office Action admits on page M that the Fliekinger reference does no, disclose or 
teach a method of come* substitution wherein «he subs.im.ion criterion is me, as a result of 
receip.ofaflag. ^ Office Acdon seems ,o a^ to *e niokmger refaence diacioaea 
4. Placemen, of an indicator for a location where subs.itit.ion of come* may sunt and end 
tyloses this feadtre aad scems ti> assert dud substitution aa the reaul, of .he receipt of a flag is 
thsclosed by the Fliekinger reference in paragraph [0041], however, i. is no,. 

The Fliekinger reference does no. provide the disclosure for the receipt of a flag as me 
substitution criteria. The reference, m paiagraph (0M1] , ^ ^ ^ fc 

mformation sream includes particular time imervals which are dedicated for insertion of Inch 
external date", which teaches away from dte use of flags for indicating fl,e location of date 
nteertion pour* because these insertion points are "preferably" based upon .ocating avaib based 
upon timing, no. flags. Therefore, me Fliekinger reference does no, previde the disclosure 
necessary ,o render Cairns 5, , 5 and 1 9 obvious. !„ view of tins shortconurtg in «he rejection «d 
fatlure » articuiate reasoning ,„ expiah. why the claims are obvious in v,ew of a lack of such 
msclosure, me Office Action further Ms «o es.ab.ish pr im a Jac,e obviousness. For ,hese 
.reasons, reconsideration and allowance of claims 5, 15 and 19 is respectfully requested. 

Applicant makes no admission „ concessions as ,o the accumcy of dte Office Action's 
posttions on any other matter, and reserves the righ. to make other arguments a, a later date if
